Brief Description of arguments to be presented* 

1 . Distinctions between: 

a) drawing air through an abrasive surface of a porous joint compound 
sanding screen. The surface of a screen, by its normal nature, is both porous and 
abrasive. The pores give the surface of the screen its abrasive properties. 

b) drawing air through holes formed in an otherwise non-porous abrasive 
sandpaper surface. The abrasive surface of sand paper is not a porous abrasive 
surface. The holes are apertures in the non-porous abrasive surface. Drawing air 
through these apertures is drawing air through a plane defined by the non-porous 
abrasive surface but not drawing air through the non-porous abrasive surface 
itself.
